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WOMEN SEE CELLAR BAKERIES 


Club Members Brave Sewer Gas 
and Dirt Dungeons. 


FIRST VISIT. SANITARY OVEN. 


Find Dough About Unclean Sheps in 
Sticky Vessels. 


Chicago club women went down yesterday 
into the basement bakeries. 

The descent was dangerous, Sewer gas 
and other foul smells assailed their nostrils. 
Tortuous stairways, dropping steep from 
the street levels, landed the club women in- 
spectors in clammy dungeons of greaseand 
dust. With searchlights they poked into 
out of way.corners fn darksome caves built 
under the sidewalks and street. The hot air 
froni ovens made the low ceiling chambers 
stifling. The women watched the work of 
bakers who toiled in their undershirts in the 
lights of feeble gas jets. They climbed up 
to the street again with shoes sticky from 
the unclean floors and with faces and clothing 
iabbed with white and gray dust. 

“ Horrible! " was the unanimous verdict. 


Inspector Leads Tour. 
Inspector J. H. Wiigon, supervisor of sani- 
tary tnspection in the health department, 
led thestour. Among the women were Mise 
Winifred Collins, member of the committee 
on pure food of the Chicago "Woman's City 
club and superintendent of the department 
of domestic sciencé at Chicago Commons} 
Mrs. W. D. Richardson of the Chicago Wom- 
an‘s club, Mrs. Charles Kennedy of the Ken- 
wood Woman's club, and Miss Mildred Veitch 
and Miss Flora Schutz of Chicago Commons, 

The ftnspection tour first led to the beteery 
of John Chambers, clean and airy, on the 
second floor of the rear building at 1838 
Grand avenue. It; was point@i out by In- 
spector Wilson as a representative sanitary 
bakery, so the women might be ableto judge 
what was fo follow. The proprietor showed 
the women the Workings of am oven with a 
revolving interior, a dough mixing machine, 
a loaf cutter, and a cake mixef, all operated 
by electricity. | 

Smell “Rot’’.in Céllar, 

The first underground bakery inspected was 
that of O Gleichner at 1701 West Erle street. 
An odor of ‘‘ tot” was peroeptible in the cel 
lar. In the front chamber on an empty box, 
beside some unwashed milk bottles and lard 
pails, were two bowls of frosting, one white 
and one chocolate colored. Riound about on 
the floor the ihepeetor scraped away Jayers 
of dirt trampeéed down in the grease. The 
ovens, which opened in ome wali of the cellar, 
extended under the sidewalk. Mr. and Mra. 
Gleichned said they were looking fer 4 new 
location above ground. 

In the cellar bake shop of Jacob Grimm at 
1423 West Erie street the women found-e«@ 
large vessel of dough placed directly under 
a window which ocpemed fiush | with the side- 
walk and permitted the entranec of street 
dirt. The absence of.ventilation was notices 
able and the condition of several chambers 
under the sidewalk was unprintable. The 
chub women threaded their way through the 
dusty barrels and boxes and watched the 
preparation of “ Hoffman houpe rolle.”’ 


Floor Scaly with Growth. 

Im the dark cellar bakery of Joseph Kubi- 
slak at 1120 West Erie etreet ithe inspectors 
deplored the unclean condition of a sink and 
poor lighting. Entrance was gained by stairs 
runming dowm from the sidewalk. The con- 
crete floor was scaly with a trodden growth. 

Mrs, Nick Nitti threw her apron over her 
shoulder and yelled for her husband when 
the inspectors plunged down into the dark 
cellar beneath her bakery store at 614 North 
Halsted street. Nick Nitti plunged dowaz 
after the inepector and attempted explana- 
tions in a mixture of Italian and English. 

“ Polska Pickarinag’’ was the sign on the 
store at 945.West Chicago avénue run by L 
Sypniewski... In a coal. bin under the pave- 
ment the inspectors found a barrel of loaves 
of bread. Rye bread was “ rising ’’ In round 
woodem trougha. <A duaty shelf canteining 
bottles of “‘ extracts”’ provediof interest to 
the women who gingerly picked them up and 
smelled the contetite. 

‘My, what kind of eggs do they use heref” 
asked Mrs, Kennedy as she placed a handker- 
chief to her face ir the cellar bake shop of 
Szezepkowski at 846 North Carpenter street, 

Miss Collins made notes and eaid she would

pers Are Not ‘Overloaded. 


“BOOTLEGGERS” LET ALONE. 


Police Refuse to Take Action Against 
Beer Dealers. 


Complaints that launches and excursion 
boats ply between Randolph street pier and 
Lincoln perk<on Sunday loaded beyond their 
capacity were declared without basis yester- 
cay by government agems. The complaints 
were made to THs TRIBUNE. 

The check against owerloading is in charge 
of the government customs department. 
éWatchers are kept at the loading places con- 
tinually, it Is said. The reports of the im. 
spectors indicate there is no overloading. 

* Bince last Sunday,"' a deputy custome in- 
epector said, ‘we have had men at all the 
loading Places to keep check on the boats, 
Not ome of them has been loaded to mare 
than 90 per cent of the rated capacity gives 
the boats of the lake boat inapection depart- 
ment. ee, 

“The men count every passenger with an 
avtomaetio counter and there is little prob- 
ability of mistakes One of the smallest of 
the Lincoin park boate is permitted to carry 
225 passengers. 

“We won't permit the boats to be over 
loaded. If an acoldent should occur on an 
overloaded boat our department would be to 
blame.” . 


Let “‘Bootleggers’’ Sell Beer. 

The police apparently do not care to in- 
terfere with the profitable business of the 
“ bootleggers."’ on the piers at Indiana street 
and Randolph street. 

The fact that beer was being sold on Satur- 
day on the pier and in boatsat Indiana street 
was reported to Chief McWeeny. Immediate- 
ly the chief ordered the arrest of Pat Ryne’s 
and all other beer boate. The order was sent 
to Sergt. Paul and his crew on the police boat. 

A repert frem the police boat received by 
Chief McWeeny said the patrolmen could get 
no evidence against any of the ‘““bootleggers.” 
The chief has ordered an investigation which 
may result tn a new crew for the potivce boat. 


Reporter Buys Beer.

He sold beer to the reporter, The reporter 
boarded Pat Ryne’s boat and bought 
several bottles of beer. The ; police boat 
passed close to Ryne's beat and several perm 
sons were drinking beer in the boat In view 
of the patrol. 

Ryne has not been arrested, At the gov- 
ernment pier, which also is under the super- 
vision of the city police, a man was pedd!ing 
beer. The police boat was near the pier While 
the sales were made. 

Thé complaints sald Ryne made as muck 
as $300 from his Bunday beer sales. No city 
license is issued to the boats for the aale af 
beer. The contention of the boat men !s that 
they have a right to sell beer while their boat 
is in motion.

“Home Seeurity Savings,” 
but Debts Are Plenty. 


INVESTORS LOSE. 


SMALL 


Promoter Enlists Realty Man, 
Who Interests Well to Do 
Negroes at $1,000 Per. 


A receiver was appointed yesterday for the 
“ Home Security Savings bank,’ a private 
“ banking.”’ institution started two nionths 
ago at 3101 South State street. The receiver 
now is busy searching for assets. Thus far 
he has been unsuccessful, as even the fixtures 
were carted out of the place three days ago. 

But the receiver, Edwin C. Day, has been 
much more successful in finding Mabilitiea. 
These are in the form of notes given by well 
to do negroes on the north and south sides of 
Chicage for atarting the business. Se far as 


| can be learned there will not be heavy loss 


in deposits because the place had not been 
in business long enough. 


Suit by Signers of Notes. 
The suit was filed by William T. Mason and 
Robert Milmer, through Attorney Frank Mo 
Culech. Mason and Milner aay -they gave 


‘their notes for $1,000 to William D. Neigh- 


bors, cashier of the bank. Subsequently 
they inquired how business was, and got 
evasive answers. 

“How much deposite have wef” esked 
the hopeful Mason. 

“None of your business,”’ replied Neigh- 
bors. “‘I°m running this bank.” — 

Then Mason saw his attorney. He says 
feelingly he is and always will be here- 
after heartily in favor of state eupervision 
of banka. / 


Started ag Branch of Big Body. 

The “ Home Security Savings bank" was 
started as a branch of what the owner, John 
Worthington, now under tndictmetn for oper- 
ating a confidence game, called the “American 
Banking association,”’ seizing by virtue uf 
the Illinois law's neglect the title of the big 
national body with which are affiliated moat 
of the large financiers of the country. There 
was a conference late in the day with Worth- 
ington, but he could not be reached to tell 
his side of the story. 

“They came to me and tried to get me to 
buy stock,” said Tenan Jones, of 8080 South 
State street. “ They got a lot of the other 
men along here who can't afford te lose 
money. They didn’t get me.” 


Calls Promoter Ex-Convict. 

In the information filed againet Worthing- 
ton only a week ago he was declared to be 
a graduate from Sing Sing, where he com- 
pleted a four years’ course. 

It occurred to Worthington that ea bank 
for negroes should be a fairly profitable in- 
stitution, but as publicity about his opera- 
tions ordinarily might not inapire confi- 
dence in investors and depositors, he turned 
the “ Home Security Savings bank” ever 
to an associate! Neighbors. : 

Neighbore ia listed im the eity. Gtrectory as 
@ real estate dealer. He hag operated «a 
private ‘ bank." since about the first of the 
year. In April he enlisted three well to do 
negroes in his “ bank.” ‘Information about 
the progress of the inetituttosl te difficult te 
obtaln ; | 


Bank’s Operations. 

Atterney Frank McCulloch for the negroes 
tried to learn something of the “ bank's" 
operations. He couldn't. Then came the 
application and appointment of the receiver 
by Judge Dever of the Superior court. 

‘“*The plan of the bank, it was explained,” 
Mr. McCulloch said, *‘ wae to get the deposits 
of hard working negroes onthe south side, 
They enlisted two well to @ Evanston ne- 
groes in the inetitution, hoping in that way 
to give it a standing among the negroes of 
the south side. 

“Tt wae to be a limited partnership, ae 
cording to Neighbors, each stockholder be- 
ing liable only for the amount of the invest- 
ment. That wes impogsibie, they learned 
after the benk had@ been started a week or 
two, and incidentally after Mason and 
Milner had given their notes for $1,000 each. 


Find Notes Pledged. 

“Then Mason and Milner tried to with- 
draw their notes, but found they had been 
pledged for the private debts of Neighbors, 
An injunction. was leeued against the bank 
operating further, and we tried to locate the 
notes. Finally they were found in the pos- 
gesion of D. E. Rosenthal, who denied sev- 
eral times he had them. He said Worthing- 
ton had the notes. Worthingtom denied that, 
but when the service on the injunction was 
obtained Rosenthal admitted possession, 
The stockholders tried to find out what the 
deposits were, but it was imposaibie.”

Inquiry as He Ordered. 


IGNORES BALDWIN’S PLAN. 


Has Held His Prior Rights Forbid 
Compromise with Law.

Investigation of the’ November election | 


frauds by the special grand jury impaneled 
by Judge William Fenimore Cooper will con- 
tinue irrespective of any decision today by 
Chief Justice Baldwin of the Circuit court. 
This was learned yesterday following con- 
firmation of # report that an attempt to com- 
promise ghe fraud inquiry tafigle had fafled. 

Repeated conferences have been held by 
Judges Baldwin, Cooper, and Kersten in an 
effort to agree on a jurisdictional under- 
standing. Judge Cooper is said to have main- 
tained from the start that his prior right to 
conduct the vote inquiry forced him into a 
position where-be, could aot compromise with 


the law. 


Lawyers Interested in Moves. 

Lawyers were interested in the attempts of 
the judges to réath a settlement of the mud- 
die, which has disturbed court circles for 
more than a month. Several asserted Judge 
Cooper had no other alternative than to in- 
sist on the withdrawal of Judge Kersten’s 
special grand jury and special state's attor- 
ney, 80 the Cooper jury and Special State’s 
Attorney John B. Northup might conduct 
the inquiry undisturbed. 

For like reasons it was forecast he would 
protest againat the suggestion thet Judge 
Baldwin might call a third jury to supersede 
the two existing special bodies 

Judge Baldwin i expected thiy morning 
te rule on State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne’s 
quo warranto petition to ougt Northup from 
power. If he should grant permission to 
Hoyne to institute the ouster sult, another 
complication would be added, lawyers say, bo 
the already troublesome situation 


Might Contest Baldwin,

authoritiea, whether or not Judge OGooper 
would recognise Judge Baldwin's ruling, He 
might protest, it is said, on the basis that : 
Judge Baldwin hag no appellate power, 

Lawyers aleao discussed the impounding of 
the November ballots and election recorda by 
Judge Baldwin. Some contended he had this 
right because the state's attormey contest is 
pending before him. Others referred to a 
section of the ballot law requiring the board 
ef election commissioners to maintain pos- 
eession of the ballots. 

Despite the failure of Judges Bakiwin, 
Cooper, and Kersten to agree on a mutually 
satisfactory settlement of the Mal conflict 
the opinion Was expressed during the day in 
court circles that the complexities involved 
in the clash of authority would be eliminated 
before the end of the week. Supporters of 
Judge Cooper predict that only by upholding 
his pogition can the tangle be unraveled. 

Judge Baldwin said his efforts had been di- 
rected to an adjustment of the controversy.

Dunne Applies Patronage 
Test in Finai Effort te 
Avert Defeat. — 


GOVERNOR HAS _ INNING. 
Legislative Day Favors Admin- 
istration, Despite Utili- 
ties Setback.

Springfield, 1l)., June 17.—|Special.]—Gov. 
Dunne is making his last stand for the bill 
abolighing the state board of equalization 
with personal appeals to Democrats, Repub- 
licans. and ‘to the two Progressives in the 
senate. 

Pending tomorrow morning is a resorution 
offered by Senator Walter Clyde Jones taking 
the tax bill from the committee on electiona, 
to which it was referred thie morning. 

The governor sent fer the Republican sena- 
tors tonight to drop over to the executive 
mansion. Matters under consideration were 
the tax bil) afi the state patronage yet un- 
distributed. 

Some Demoorete will not vote for the tax 
bill. They object because it would legislate 
out of office a dozen Democrats. The Pro- 
gressives woul lose another dozen and the 
Republicans stand to lose the solitary mem- 
ber of their party who was reélected in the 
November landsiHde—the member from the 
“Uncle Joe” Cannon district. 


Fate of Bill in Doubt. 

It tg doubté@ul if the bill can be passed, 
even should it be forced from the commit- 
tee; and it is understood the committee 
would have reported it willingly tomorrow 
morning had not the “ puller’ resolution 
been offered by Senator Jones. 

The senators without doubt will insist upon 
the insertion of amendments which will 
necessitate another roll call in the house. 

The Kleeman Calumet bill has been vetoed 
since the tax bill was declared passed, and 
the ola heads on the house side are confident 
the best which could ndw be secured for the 
bill in that body would befto send it to con- 
ference. 

Aside from the tax bill, the governors 
wishes were pretty well cared for today on 
either side. The Chicago bills backed by 
the municipal administration aleo traveled 
along smdothliy. \ 

Utilities Bill Is Advanced. 

So far ae the governor's personally rec- 
ommended nr@asures are concerned, the day’s 
record stands up about as follows: 

The public utilities bill was kept from com- 
mittee in the senate, despite the strong oppo- 
sition of Chicago senators, and was ad- 
vanced to second reading, where KH may be 
called up and amended at any time. 

The amendments to” the direct primary 
bill made in the house are included in th 
bill passed by the house. If the bill does not 
go to the committee in the senate it has s 
chance of enactment. 

The tax commission bill, after a hard fight, 
was referred to the senate committee 
elections. 

The Tice good roads bill was advanced to 
third reading in the senate without amend- 
ment, 
twenty-six senators to be enacted. 

No administration bill was killed outright 
during the parliamentafy tactics necessary 
today to advance technically the senate or 
house bills on the ‘calendar which had to get 
by today in order to get through. In this re~ 
spect the administration won notably. 


Chicago Measures Do Well. 

The city of Chicago bills also had a good 
day during the turmoil incident.to the owt- 
right slaughte@ of 800 matters which were 
pending upom second or third reading on the 
two calendars. 

The forest preserve district bill was pushed 
to third reading with a friendly amendment 
requiring another vote inthe senate. 

The parks consolidation bill was awaiting 
advancement on second reading. 

The senate bill reénacting the Mueller law 
because of alleged unconstitutional defects 
was sent to third reading in the house un- 
amended, as it came from the senate. 

The senate anti-fortune teYer bill was sent 


ito third reading without change. 


The bits regulating telephone rates were 
yet pending on second reading in the house, 
and the gas and’ electric light rates bills 
were awaiting report from the house com- 
mittee on municipal corporations.

Option Still in Senate, 

Aside from these matters the situation as 
to other important measures was about like 
thie:

The bill which would permit the secretary 
of the board of local improvements to have 
a vote in the baard, passed by the senate, is 
on second reeding im the house.

Short Work on Utilities. 

The senate made short work of the utliities 
bill. Senator Glackin wanted it réferred to 
his committee, but the senate declined and 
sent it to second reading. Committee refer- 
ence in the present state of the session would 
have killed it. 

The primary bill will be on second reading 
tomorrow. It changes the primary date to 
September from April, makes the election 
direct of delegates to national conventions, 
provides for the rotation of nameson the pri- 
mary bellotsa, and causes the election direct 
of the ward committeemen in Chicago and 
the abolition of election of precinct commit- 
teemen. It provides algo for the participa- 
tion of women in primaries for the nomina- 
tion of officers for which they may vote at the 
election, 

All of the omnibus bills introduced in the 
house were pissed by the senate, properly 
amended, so that they will now have to go 
to conference. This was to permit the nec- 
essary changes to be made to care for new 
boards end commissions, which may be cre- 
atec by the last day's legislation. 

As they stand, entering conference com- 
mittees, they total appropriations of $38,- 
000,600, which is $4,000,000 greater than the 
earlier estimate. This total is likely to be 
reduced im conference to the $36,000,000 fig- 
ure, and may be chopped eventually by the 
governor. 


Armortes for the Militia. 

Included in the bills passed were all of 
the national guard and armory bilis. The 
house passed its own bill making. a four 
year term for mayor, city ¢lerk, city treas- 
urer, and aldermen in Chicago. The bill has 
to run the full gamut of the senate. 

All senate bills in committee or on second 
reading were killed by formal resolution, ex- 
cepting a few advanced. The latter include 
the Municipal court and sanitary district civil 
service bills. All bills originating in either 
house not passed tonight by the original body 
are dead unless an extraordinary case arises 
tomorrow: 

The senate refused to strike out, the enact- 
ing clause of the Pitiock bill forbidding blast- 
ing within city limite. 

The house workmen's compensation bill, 
specifying particularly a scale of damales 
which must be paid and creating a state 
commission to supervise the lew, was passed 
by the senate.

HOLDS ACTS JUSTIFIED.

LONDON, June 17.—Six of the most prom- 
inent leaders of the militant suffragets’ or- 
ganization and one of their male supporters 
were today found guilty at the central crim- 
inal court of conspiracy to commit malicious 


} damage to property. The tria) had lasted 


several days. 

The women were officials of the Women's 
Social and Political union. They were Mise 
Harriet Kerr, Miss Agnes Lake, Miss Rachei 
Barrett, Mra Beatrice Saunders, Miss Annie 
Kenney, and Mise Laura Lennox, while the 
man was Edwy Cleyton, an analytical chem- 
iat. 

The jury handed in a recommendation for 
mercy in the cases of Miss Lake, Miss Len- 
nox, and Miss Barrett. 


Gives Militants Jail Terms, 
Justice Phillimore paseed sentence on the 
militant suffragets as follows: 

Miss Kenney, eighteen months; Mrs. Saun- 
Gers, fifteen months; Miss Kerr, twelve 
months; Miss Barrett, nine months; Miss 
Lake and Miss Lennox, six months each; Mr. 
Clayton, twenty-one montis. 

All the prisoners were committed to the 
third division, which entails hard labor. 

Each defendant was ordered to pay one- 
seventh of the costs of the prosecution and 
was bound over to keep the peace for a year 
after the period of imprisonment. 

With the exception of Mrs, Saunders a! 
the w n loudly proclaimed their intention 
of going’ on a “ hunger strike.”’ 


Judge Admits Sincerity. 

Prior to passing sentence the judge said 
that doubtless the prisoners sincerely be- 
lieved that by their lawless conduct they 
were forwarding a good cause. 

‘“*Some of you must be religious,’ he con- 
tinued. “If you are not atheists you must 
believe in a moral, government of the unl- 
verse. I commend to you the statement of a 
modern writer—a woman, I believe—who 
characterizes the belief that the end justifies 
the means ae ‘treason against the Al- 
mighty.’ °’ 

Whatever the motives of the prisoners, 
Judge Phillimore said, he must treat themas 
persons who had done a serious injury to 
public peace and must be restrained from 
doing further mischief and made to some ex- 
tent am example to others. 

After passing sentence he said: 

** One of the counsel hae suggeste. that the 
time for leniency has passed, and I do not 
think that you will meet with quite the same 
treatment as have the others. 


Advises Life Sentences. 
‘“*T am bound to add that if the home secre- 
tary consults me,as he often consults a judge, 


saying to him that the ringleaders among 
you, at any rate, should not be let out of 
prison undér any circumstances.”’ 

“Then we shall die together,” exclaimed 
Miss Kenney.

Gets Power to Seize Meats.

or why his department could not seize bad, 
adulterated, or misbranded meat once ht had 
emtered interstate commerce. Therefore he 
had sought the advice of the Attorney gen- 
eral. 

“Under the meat tnepection lyw,” said 
Secretary oHuston, “‘ meat inspectors have 
absolutely no power to seize meat or meat 
food products that have become bad or have 
been adulterated after they have left a 
federall\ inspected establishment. The only 
remedy ble under the meat act is to pro- 
ceed criminally against any one selling bad 
meat, but even in this event bad meat cannot 
be seized nor its sale prevented. — 


Gives Control of Meat Supply. 

With the regulation of 1906 revoked, the | 
department can seize and prevent the sale 
of bad and adulterated meat, once it has 
crossed the state line and remains in inter- 
state commerce. In case spoiled meat again 
reaches a federally tnapected establishment 
it comes, of course, under the jurisdiction 
of the meat inspection law, and can be de- 
stroyed as heretofore has been done. 

Under the new decision the govefnment can 
control meat foods from the hoof to the re- 
taller, subject only to the limitations of the 
power of the federal government in inter- 
state commerce. The department ls em- 
powered to require all manufactured meat 
products to conform fully to its labeling 
regulation, and can enforce its penalties, 
prosecutions, ond seizures for mjgbranding | 
and adulteration. 


NEW YORK ALDERMEN REJECT 
CURRAN COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


Summary of Vice Inquiry, with Police 
Recommendations, Refused Because

New York, June 17.—[Special.]—The board 
of aldermen rejected the entire report of the 
Curran committee today by a vote of 45 to 20.

Mrs. Hudson, he said, some- 
times declared that she was tired of life be- 
cause she was lonely. 

The directions left by Mrs. Hudagorn were to 
the effect that all her bills should be settled 
by the Northern Trust company of Cricago. 
After these and the bequests named have 
been settled thé remainder of her estates is 
to go “ to my beloved daughter, Viola Mar- 
garet Hudison of 41°29 Prairie avenue, Chi- 
cago.”

William and Empress Smile at 
Students’ Enthusiasm; Em- 
peror Praised. 


BERLIN, June 17.—Emperor William's 
silver jubilee, which has filled the Berlin 
streets with the greatest, gayest crowds of 
celebrante ever seen in the capital, reached 
its climex today. with vigits from the allied 
sovereigns and closed with « gala dinner this 
evening, followed by a picturesque torchlight 
procession of students. 

The dinner guests included Andrew Carne- 
gie. The empress, although somewhat taxed 
by the continuous festivities, beginning with 
Princess Victoria Luise’s marriage, was 
nevertheless present. The king of Saxony 
proposed a toast to the emperor, who replied 
with grateful acknowledgment of the ald thet 
bas always been granted him by his brother 
sovereigns. 


Torchlight Parade Long. 

The torchlight procession started at 9:45 
o’elock and occupied an hour and a quarter 
in passing. The students mounted, in ve- 
hicles, and afoot, wearing the vari-colored 
caps, and ribbands, and the picturesque in- 
signia of their corps, marched past the castle, 
on the balcony of which were seated the 
emperor and empress and other sovereigns. 
The cheering was unending, and the em- 
peror bowed smilingly and saluted continu- 
ously. 

Moat of the royalties arrived in Berlin 
last’ night or thie morning and gave the 
sons of thé emperor a busy session in re- 
celving them at the various stations. To- 


night they will be present at a state banquet 
presided over by the emperor. 


Praises William’s Policies. 
The prince regent of Bavaria acted as 


spokesman at the noon meeting of royalties. | 


He said the emperor as director of the for- 
elgn policy of the German empire had shown 
himself to be an upholder of peace and at 
the rame time an upbuilder of the empire's 
might. - 

The prince regent spoke of the economic 
progress made during the twenty-five years’ 
reign of the emperor, and praised his ma- 
jesty os the “ patron of every moral, noble, 
and beautiful impulse in the empire.” 

The emperor was then presented a table 
centerpiece in the shape of a ship, in massive 
silver, as an embiém of the unity of the Ger- 
man rulers.

Dr. Blanchard Says They Furnish 
Most Patients Here. 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 17.—The Amer 
ican Medical association met for the opening 
session of its aixty-fourth annual conven- 
tion at the Auditorium this morning. 

Dr. Abraham Jacobi of New York, the out- 
going president, called the meeting to order, 
after which the new head of themssociation, 
Dr. John Witherspoon of Nashville, Tenn., 
was installed, took charge of the program, 
and delivered the annual eddress. 

Dr. Witherspoon advoated a national 
board of health and committe@ the asso- 
ciation te the plan’for such an organiza- 
tion. He angued for centralized power with 
the government back of it to prevent epidem- 
ics and stamp out infectious diseases thatare 
common among the people. 

“They call thie association a medical 
trust.” be said, “and we are accused of 
relfish motives. This in the face of the fact 
that the acoomplishment of the great demand 
we are meking for national recognition, not 
of ourselves’ but of the principles of pre- 
ventive medicine that we advocate, would at 
once lessen the income of every physician in 
the practice of medicine.” 


Tells Dieeases Among Aliens. 
Dr. Wallace Blanchard of Chicago in his 
address declared that the susceptibility of 
different nationalities to different deformi- 


taking great interest in the work- | 


ties is remarkable. 

“In 1011 the highest immigration point 
was reached with one and a quarter mil- 
lions. The majority of these people flock to 
our large cities. Their sick and injured fill 
our free hospitals.” 

The speaker said that in the free hospitals 
of Chicago half the tubercular joint cases, 
two-thirds of the spinal curvature cases, and 
a large proportion of deformities due to rick- 
ets affect new immigrants. 

Huddling in small houses and rooms and 
early labor of women in factories were 
among the causes, he said. Severe rachitic 
deformities are almost peculiar to children 
of immigrants coming from a warm to a 
cold climate. 


Hospitals in Small Placee. 

The lack of modern facilities afforded by 
hospitale in the smaller communities and the 
possibilities of fitting up dwelling houses imto 
private hospitals wae discussed by Dr. John 
A. Horneby of Chicago. 

-“ There are many physicians, surgeons, 
and epecialists in small communities quite as 
competent to do good work as their brothers 
in. the large centers,”’ he said, “ but asa rule 
the hospitals in their communities are lack- 
ing in modern facilities, hence these men are 
finding it necessary to equip small hospitals 
of their own by remodeling abandoned dwell- 
ing houses whose occupants have been driven 
away by the encroachments:of the ‘ business 
section.’ 

* ‘The remodeling of such houses(s not dif- 
ficult and need not be expensive, and yet ex- 
cellent work may be done here.”’

One letter from the Hamlin file, written 
from Washington on Dec. 2, 1911, te Charles 
B. Warren, president of the Michigan Sugar 
company and Republican national commit- 
teeman from Michigan, said in part: 

Visited .one big town each day of my 
trip and invariably succeeded in getting 
our story in at least one of the leading 
papers. Of course, some handled it more 
satisfactorily than others, but generally 
speaking they all did well. 

The writer enumerated nearly a dozen large 
papers in the middie west in which he said 
he had succeeded in getting “our story ”’ 
printed. 

The value of publicity was emphasized 
further in another letter written at Fargo, 
N. D., by Gove to Hamlin in Washington. It 
referred to an interview that had gone out 
which was designated as the “ Arbuckle in- 
terview,” and Gove urged the use of “ patent 
inside '’ to reach the country readers. 


Urges Reaching the Farmers. 


“Many farmers read those patent insides,’’ 
he said. ‘“‘ When I looked it up I found that 
& stick of stuff every week was not exorbi- 
tant in price and it sure enough does get 
before the voters little by little and eats in.”’ 

Another of the Gove letters, signed and 

dated August 4, 1911, gave some light on the 
efforts of the beet’ sugar forces, while the 
Hardwick committee of the house was in- 
vestigating the so-called ‘‘ sugar trust.’’

The paper has always been friendly 
to our interests and should we aid Mr. Hin- 
man a specialty will be made of the sugar 
tariff and our business will receive particular 
attention all along the line. 

“The daily circulation of the paper is 
about 80,000. Mr. Hinman telle me that he 
has a standing offer of $1,000,000 for the pa- 
per, and while these securities are not sucb 
as to be disposed of readily, it seems to me 
that they are perfectly safe, ds a paper with 
the circulation, franchise, and standing such 
as the Inter Ocea: surely ought always tobe 
worth $600,000. 

* It certainly seems to me it would be good 
business for our people to make this inveat- 
ment and thereby establish an organ in the 
middie west which will give our industry 
the attention it deserves. So far as my.own 
company is concerned I feel safe in saying 
that we will pay our share. 

“If these bonds or a considerable portion 
of them were taken over and then distributed 
among the larger concerns, the amount in- 
vested by any one would not be large, neither 
would the money be given in the way of a 
contribution.

, Prof. Westenhoefer censured Dr. Fried- 
mann fer failing to give sdientific date and 
for going abroad to exploit his remedy. 

Frau Rabinowitech, professor of bacteriol- 
ogy, said the Friedmamn cultures apparently 
were made in cold blood, which, experience 
hag shown, does not give a harmless product, 

Prot. Max: Wolff of the University of Berlin, 
who had examined patients treated by Dr.

Prof. Ludwig Schleich, who has represent- 
ed Dr. Friedmann during the latter's absence, 
was alone in defending him.

Take one basket of Concord grapes, stem and 
wash, put.in porcelain pan, cover with cold wa- 
ter, and let them.simmer, but not boil, until 
grapes are thoroughly cooked; then strain 
through a cheesecloth. For each quart-of juice 
allow one full cup of granulated sugar, boiled 
to a heavy syrup, then add to the juice and 
seal after scalding both bottles and corks.

To make grape marmalade, pass the grape 
pulp through a collander.
